The neighborhood of Franklin and South 


Park streets was thrown into excitement 
yesterday about 10:20 by the sudden death 
of James L. Frost, a Wabash brakeinan, 
well known among all the railioad men, 
and comparatively well known in the city. 
He was sitting with two companions, Mel- 
vin Robinson affd Kirby May, talking 
quietly, when he tell forward, struggling 
sligthly, as il in a tit. He died inside of a 
few seconds. 
No doctor was called, as 


there was manifestly nothing for one to do. 
It was generally supposed that heart dis- 
ease caused his death. He had been drink- 
ing for two or three days previously, but so 
far as learned did not drink much yestei- 
day. 


A crowd soon gathered. Coroner Bcn- 


dure, who was notified at once, soon came, 
and, with the assistance of Marshal Mason, 
he conveyed the body to J. B. Dullard's un- 
dertaking room. 


Theie an inquest was held at ii in the 


afternoon. 
Nothing more than the facts 


immediately connected with the death was 
developed. 


Melville Robiu^oii, the 
third witness 


called before the jury, told the moat con- 
nected and complete account ot the inci- 
dents just previous to the death of Frost. 
He said: 


"At the corner of Dr. Stoner's drug store 


I met Frost. He shook hands with me and 
said. 'Let's go and take a drink.' 
We 


went down to Ed Grubol's saloon. 
I took 


a drink and he did not. We came out and 
went to Pete Sells saloon and I stopped 
to 
talk 
to 
Henry 
Keliey. I saiJ, 


'Frost, 1 got to go down to the levee. Kelly 
was waiting for me.' Frost said, "Don't 
be in a hurry: let's go into Sells' and liavo a 
drink. 1 think I am good at Sells'.' We 
went in and I took whisky and Frost took 
pop. He was not sober and he was not 
drunk. lie acted to me like a man that had 
taken a few drinks. 


"We came out of the saloon and satdown 


on three beer kegs. 
While we were sitting 


there Kirby May sat down beside him. 
While we three were sitting there Frost 
was talking, and all at once he wilted and 
fell over ou his face on the brick walk. As 
soon as he fell I started to pick him up and 
Kirby May said ho was having a lit. 1 was 
helping him up and George Warren stepped 
up and helped him. He lived three or lour 
minutes. 1 know of no cause for his death. 
He did not complain that he was sick. He 
was laughing and talking and seemed to bo 
well. He did not say any thing about wo- 
men." 


George Warren testified to the same facts 


as Melvin Robinson. He was across the 
stieet and saw Frost fall forward on his 
face. He thought he had a fit. Warren 
said, "He could not have died any sooner 
it he had been shot through the heart." 


Edward Drohn saw him drink three 


glasses of pop in the morning and had 
heard that he took poison, but knew no 
reason why he did so. 


George Hargrave, James R. Walton aod 


Etta Meredith were the other witnesses. 
Tbe last named said she had seen him at 
different times Wednesday and Wednesday 
night. 
Ho had been drinking a great deal, 


and was as long as she had known him a 
drinking man.

JOHN M'EVOY DEAD. 


TJiu \Vfll-Kiimvji Citi/.eii Crosses Tho Dark 


JCIver. 


Much surprise was caused in the ciiy yes- 


tei day by the death of John McEvoy, pro- 
prietor of the National Hotel, and known 
all over the city and state as an Irish-Ameri- 
can of prominence. He was sick about 
three weeks with malarial fever, and his 
death was caused by that disease combined 
with a •severe attack of diarrhu'a.

reminiscences of his boyhood days, lie tolc 
about thu wolf trap, the killing of the lirst 
deer he ever saw. liis recollections of the 
old-fashioned quilting''party were mos 
pleasant, the most attractive feature beioj, 
the toothsome chicken pie. The mentioi 
of this famous delicacy brought also to hif 
mind the old-fashioned pone cake, thesecrc 
of which will s;o out with the open fireplace 
where only it can be cooked in its higlies 
perfection. The speaker was afraid to saj 
how much he would give for some pom 
cake dipped in vensioii gravy, especially i 
he could bring to it the appetite of 45 year, 
ago. There were few luxuries in 
those 


days, however. Every house \\ as self-sustain 


ing. 
Sugar and coffee were rarely seen ant 


honey was mostly u*,ed for sweetening. W< 
used to have several white oak troughs fill 
of honey on hand all the time. Spices were 
unknown, and candy was as much of 
rarity. 


One of tins greatest hardships of thosi 


days was tl.e ague. Oh, the aching am 
shaking of the ague. It was like the Oli 
Man of the Sea, it would get on your back 
and couldn't be shaken off. 
Old MotTctl 


who used to run a water-mill, once sak 
that ilie worst objection he had to the agiu 
was that it wouldn't kill a man outright 
lie had been shaking until he couldn' 
make a shadow, and ho felt that the worli 
was a howling wilderness. 


An old-fashioned wedding and ini'aii 


were next described and the inevitable 
charivari. 
< i u one occasion the groon 


fixed for the expected intruders by tyini, 
one end of a rope around a log in the smoke 
house, taking the other end into the house 
The visitors came, and with their shouting 
and yelling and horse-fiddles and tin horns, 
marched around and around the house, 
making the most terrific din imaginable. 
When they were all in proper range the old 
man gave one strong pull at the rope, rais- 
ing it just high enough to trip them up 
and tumbling them in one indiscriminate 
heap, like the walls of Jericho to the sound 
ot their own trumps. 


Religious services were referred to at some 


length. 
Among the preachers at that earlj 


day were leather Laphaui and lieva. John 
Berry and Daniel Traughber, and several 
anecdotes were related concerning them. 


The intellectual activities were not neg- 


lected in those days. 
The speaker learned 


to read and write, gained some knowledge 
of philosophy and astronomy, and even 
went so far as to polish some lenses 
for a 
telescope. 
Here 
he 
exhibited 


one 
of 
the 
old-fashioned 
lamps 


which aroused the most eager interest 
among the pioneers. It was very simple; 
only a small bowl to bo filled with "burn- 
ing fluid," a strip of cloth being used as a 
wick. There was no chimney, o£ course, 
and it smoked and flickered. It didn't give 
as bright an illumination as gas or electri- 
city, but it was the best they had. 


Here another old relic was exhibited, 


which excited even more enthusiasm. 
It 


was an old-fashioned sickle, the same that 
was tised by the speaker's father in harvest- 
ing his lirst crop in Long Creek township, 
•VJ years ago. Nothing better was then 
known or dreamed of. The sickle had never 
been improved on since the days of Adam, 
and they supposed it never would be. Here 
some old settler wanted to know how he 
carried the sickle when he "bound back," 
The speaker was equal to the emergency, 
and had evidently been there, as he swung 
the sickle over his shoulder with an easy 
grace that called fortii,eager erios of "That's 
right!1' "That's the way wa used to do it!" 
etc. Two hands would put a dozen acres 
iu shock in one day. 
This is a pretty big 


story, but a dozen in the audience testified 
that they had often seen it done. 


Shortly after settling iu Macon county 


my father had lost his team. He split rails 
and carried them on his shoulder to fence 
the first acre of the farm, where I now live. 
My mother fixed pads for his shoulders so 
the burden would be less oppressive. Such 
was the metal of which the pioneers were 
made. 


If we live easy than did they; if the piano 


or organ grace our parlors instead of the 
.oom and the spinning wheel, it is because 
our fathers labored and we have entered 
into the fruits of their labors. 


To the 89 old settlers, whose sturdy roan- 


liood and brave endurance of early hard- 
s lips made possible tie progress of to-day, 
,he younger generation should take off theJl 
hats in reverence. 


ISEV, A. 8. KOKTHCtTTT 


was the next speaker. He taid: This i3 
the first old settlers' meeting I ever at- 
tended, not because of want o£ sym- 
pathy, but ou 
account 
of 
untoward 


ireumstances that have hitherto prevented. 
Therefore i hardly know what is expected 
of me. I have been here 53 years, if that is 
any gratification, but you must not look for 
any 
oratorical f nourishes or rhetorical 


bouquets. 
Some facts of interest concern- 


ing early days perhaps 1 can give you. 


A comparison between tlio condition of 


affairs now and S3 years ago would be im- 
possible. 
If you dig down six inches with 


a spade, you will turn over the rich soil, 
that gre.it element of wealth not found else- 
where. It was here 511 years ago, but this 
is the only similarity 1 can think of. 


1 can't make a comparison,because the dif- 


ference is too wide to be properly described. 
I traveled y, years ago over the ground 
where Decatur now stands. 
There was no 


town here then, only a few huts. 
Nobody 


thought there ever would be a town here 
unless it was Dick Oglesby. 
I stopped 


where your central depot is now and turned 
back iu disgust. • I wouldn't have given a 
hound pup for a whole quarter section of 
land, surrounding. 
1 could have had some 


fun with the pup, and 1 saw nothing to at- 
tract me in the pararie which stretched out 
on all sides with its rank growth of tall 
grass. 


I wanted timber, and I found skirting the 


edge of the timber a row of log cabins 
that were put up by the settlers who never 
thought then of using the prairie or of get- 
ting away mure than half a mile from the 
timber. They expected that after the tim- 
ber was all used up the country would lay 
waste for evermore.- It took from three to 
live yoke of oxen'to break the prairies. A 
'25-inch furrow was turned and the holes 
for the hills of corn would be cut with an 
ax. It is hard for the young fanners of to 
day, who ride on their sulky plows and 
wear kid gloves buttoned up to their el- 
bows, to realize tins. One furrow was laid 
over another, then miss three and-so. After 
the corn was planted nothing more was 
done to it till time to gather it. The reason 
for this was that the corn was of no account 
to us, for after we had taken it to a little 
one-horse mill that would grind one grain 
of corn and then jump one, and get enough 
meal to feed the. family, there was no 
further use for the corn. 
The hogs fattened 


on the mast and the flavor of the meat thus 
fattened is never equalled in these degen- 
erate days. 


The first plow used was the Ucrsk'nt 


plow, which was brought from Kentucky. 
It had a share that ran under the ground, 
while the furrow was pushed over by a 
clump of wood called the mould board. One 
hand dropped the corn while three followtc! 
to cover it. 
Then came the Jewett Carey 


plow. This had a steel mould board and 
scoured very well. This was Mich a big 
improvement that everybody got happy, 
turned Methodist and went ki shouting. 


The nearest market then was Springfield, 


and no corn was sold except once in a long 
while to a new settler at S, (\, or 10 cents a 
bushel. Wheat was flailed and winnowed 
till half the dirt was taken out. Tue resl 
was {.'round into the flour. 


The speaker then described in an inter- 


esting way how the log cabins were built, 
and told of the puncheon floor, the beds 
fastened to walls, the fireplace's, etc. He 
also described the cooking utensils am 
spoke of some of the staple articles of diet 
—venison, dirt and meal mixed, which di- 
gested

and 
fish. 
and 
crabapples 


preserved in honey, 
He next described tin 


occupation of the ladies, their washing, 
cooking, spinning wool, cotton and llax ami 
said the prettiest .sight in the world, was c 
nice healthy woman, looking after her first 
baby, rocking tho cradle with one foot, run- 
ning the wheels with the other, while hei 
hands were busy with the threads. Thest 
cradles gave just as good satisfaction as 
the stake and [rider affairs of to-day that 
cost $25. 


The pastimes of the men, the social gath- 


erings, the primitive settlements by arbitra 
tions of all differences were all briclly re- 
ferred to and he closed by urging the young 
people to a more thorough appreciation ol 
the many advantages they now enjoy. 


1UXXEU, 


At this point an adjournment was taken 


for dinner. All had brought their baskets 
ami there was plenty for everybody and to 
spare. The recess was devoted to intci- 
cliange of reminiscences and was a ino.-t 
delightful hour even to the young folk. 


AFFKUXOON1 EXEI1P1SKS. 


At two o'clock the meeting was called to 


order and after music by the band, Hie 
president announced that the exercises for 
the afternoon would consist of short remi- 
niscences from some of the pioneers pivs- 
ent, from men who had known Macon 
county as an almost unbroken prairie and 
were familiar with the howl of the prairie 
wolf. 


Mr. John Wilson wa* first introduced. 


Mr. Wilson said he first came to this coun- 
try in 1S2T and had never been away for a 
longer time than two weeks. He had 
pretty nearly owned Decatur at one t'l 
and regretted that be bad not been suffic- 
iently prophetic to foretell its present pros- 
perity. He gave an interesting account of 
the houses, beds, cookery, etc., and related 
an interesting experience in deer-hunting. 
He told how E. O. Smith was one night 
lost in the vicinity of iiis cabin and attracted 
Ins attention by his halloaing, and how he 
started him on his way rejoicing. 


The president next introduced Abraui 


Eyinan, stating that he was born in this 
state in 180o, and was full of years and in- 
teresting experiences. He had been living 
on borrowed time '20 yeais. 


Mr. JSytnan modestly 
refrained 
from 


speaking of pioneer life, saying that those 
incidents had already been told again and 
again, lie confined his remarks to a brief 
review of his life. His father came to this 
country in 1797 and stopped near Waterloo 
in Monroe county and in 1SOO, removed to 
St. Clair county. He was married in 1820 
and still lives with the same woman. His 
present home is at Harristown. 


'Squire C. H. Garver came to this county 


in 1839 and has lived here ever since, save 
three years in California. A funeral would 
occur every day if rattlesnakes were as 
numerous aow as at the time he came. 
Children were rocked in a store box set on 
four ears of corn for castors. Ho stayed all 
night when he went to mill and bolted the 
flour himself, lie exhibited a hank of 
homespun yarn made by his wife, and de- 
scribed the process of manufacturing cloth 
from flax and wool. 
Young men of the 


present day preferred the rattle of the 
tniggy to the sound of the maul and wedge, 
and young women the piano and organ to 
the music of the wheel. This music was 
not a matter of choice but necessity to our 
ancestors. 


Hon. K O. Smith, of California, came to 


this county in '37. He said the old setllera 
present were not half as glad to see him as 
ie was them; that to appreciate tho meeting 
fully one should go two or three thousand 
miles away for a time. In his county in 
California were sixteen or seventeen pion- 


eers from this county, that though absent 
iu body their heart1) were with you. lie 
>\vi/d a debt of gratitude f*j clli/.cns ot I>e- 
catur and Macon county for their patronage 
of various enterprises of hia. He and 
Jasper ,1. Peddecord formed the lirst syudi- 
ate in Decatur for manufacturing purposes, 
the enterprise being an ox mill. Jasper, he 
said, had all the money, about S-10, while he 
was well oil' in muscle. The wood, Hie 
liurrs, and all other material except the inn 
was obtained from this county. 
With two 


yoke of call as the motive power they fur- 
nished flour for this locality and even 
shipped some to Springfield. 
Their pay 


was in toll, which Jasper controlled, as 
well as tho financial part of the concern. 
He once met Mr. Itraden coming from the 
mill without his grist and 0:1 inquiring why 
he did so, was informed that all his corn 
had bex'ti taken for toll and he was iroing 
home for more in order to redeem the bag. 
JJ|Oii the occasion of his being as lost, re- 
ferred to by Mr. Wilson, ho said lie was 
much frightened by tho noise of the prairie 
chickens, and arming himself with knife 
and club he would have made it exceedingly 
dangerous for any prairie chicken that 
would have attacked him. The young ladie 
of to-day were as pretty as they could be, 
but they were not nearly Jso pretty as those 
of hi.s day, and he proved it by Mr. (lorin. 


Wilson C. Smith came to this country in 


an early day and inovcil to Macon county in 
182S, and since then had lived in the sanu 
place. He spoke of the great snow ol 
1830-01 and the suffering and hardships re- 
sulting from it. 


J. A. Draper tins beeiivin thissfatc halt' a 


century. 
He described his various removh 


in this county, and his journey across tin 
plains to California in 135:). lie says he i 
a widower and will marry again, and that 
he hated to expose his age for that reason. 


Hon. W. T. Molfett is .1 native of tin 


state and is proud to claim it as his birth- 
place. 
No place in the world can beat it 


iu a:iy enviable respect. 


Mr. Mofl'ett dascribcd the schools under 


the old regime, when (hey were supported 
by subscription and teachers came, to tin. 
school house with a bundle of switches. In 
MS) he went to California, and learned then 
to appreciate Illinois.
